[, was a remarkably lively exchange of 
scotting, eve-rolling, smirking and mock- 
ing laughrer as they argued at a table in a 
aa-minure faceoff at Centre College in 
Danville, Ry. 

Kyun was aggressive from the outset, chal- 
lengimg the Obama administration’s first ac- 
counts ef the attacks, which at first claimed 
elat an aniteMuslim video inflamed a crowd 
rather than calling it a terrorist attack. 

He toned that President Obama referred 
ra the vicleo six times in a speech to the 
Linited (Nations after the Libya attack. 

“his is becoming more troubled by the 
clay;* Ryan said of the still emerging details 


of what the administration kKeew tn those 
first days after the attack. Ryan said it was 
“indicative of a broader problem ... the un- 
raveling of the Obama foreign policy.” 

Biden defended the administration’s re- 
sponse, saying it relied on intelligence re- 
ports that turned out to be false. “We will 
get to the bottom of it,” he said. 

Biden argued that Obama has a steady 
and solid foreign policy. “The president has 
led with a steady hand and a clear vision,” 
he said. 

Ryan, the fresh-faced congressman, who 
had never debated on the national stage de- 
spite his 14 years in the House, betrayed no 
signs of nervousness about the showdown 
with Biden, a veteran of 36 years of Senate 
debates. 

Their meeting was moderated by Martha 
Raddatz of ABC. 

The candidates sat at a table, fielding 
domestic and foreign policy questions, the 
same format used by vice presidential can- 


didaces Dick Cheney and Joe Licberman 
when they debated at the same college in 
2000. The format, like a Sunday talk show, 
tends to produce more conversational ex- 
changes. 

Debates by vice presidential candidates 
usually have little effect on elections, but 
Thursday’s took on added significance after 
Obama’s lackluster debate debut Oct. 3. 

Since then, Romney has pulled even with 
Obama in national polls and closed the gap 
in several battleground states. 

In Florida, Romney opened up a7 point 
lead, according to a new Tampa Bay Times/ 
Bay News 9/Miami Herald poll. 

Obama has a 1 percentage point edge 
over Romney in a new NBC/Wall Street 
Journal/Marist poll of likely voters, released 
Thursday. The margin was the same as be- 
fore the Obama-Romney debate. In Ohio, 
Obama leads by 6 points. He had led by 
eight. And in Virginia, Obama was up two, 
but Romney is now ahead by one.

The attackers, on a motorcycle, 
opened fire on Qassem Aqlan—who 
headed an embassy security investiga- 
tion team—near his house in the cen- 
ter of Yemen’s capital, the source told 
Reuters. 

“This operation has the fingerprints 
of al-Qaida which carried out similar 
operations before,” said the source, 
who asked not to be named. 

Yemen-based Al-Qaida in the Ara- 
bian Peninsula and other militant 
groups strengthened their grip on 
parts of the country during an upris- 
ing that ousted veteran President Ali

‘Boon? goes thud 


Sorry, art and theater 
departments. 
A Boston high 
school principal 
(Greg Germann) says 
he has to cut all non- 
athletic extracurricu- 
lar activities, but no 
one mentions any programs besides music. 
Biology teacher Scott Voss (Kevin James), 
who is so checked out that he hides behind 
the sports section to avoid seeing a student’s 
raised hand, suddenly insists that the music 
program and its teacher, Marty (Henry 
Winkler), must be saved because Marty’s 
wife Molie (Nikki Tyler-Flynn) is pregnant. 
Because “Here Comes the Boom” comes 
from Adam Sandler’s ever-misogynistic 
production company, Happy Madison, the 
announcement of Molie’s pregnancy follows 
Scott joking that the chances of a 48-year-old 
woman becoming pregnant hinge on the way 
she looks. 

Scott’s fundraising mission to save the pro- 
gram leads him into the mixed martial arts 
cage, where he figures his collegiate wrestling 
success and ham-shaped figure will keep him 
alive amid the pummellings on his way to 
prize money awarded to losers. Salute the guy 
who suffers for his cause, but Scott’s far from 
an admirable do-gooder or even a conflicted 
bruiser like Tom Hardy and Joel Edgerton’s 
characters in last year’s “Warrior.” In fact, 
“Here Comes the Boom” plays like a moronic 
comedic sidekick to that under-seen, far 
superior film. 

The script, written by James and total hack

Allen Loeb (“21,” “The Switch”), finds more 
ways to generate shudders than laughs. 

Scott’s a manipulative sleaze whose 
persistence toward school nurse Bella 
(Salma Hayek) easily crosses into sexual 
harassment, most disturbingly when he 
says that when Bella says no, she really 
means yes. He takes a side job teaching a 
citizenship class, simply because “Here 
Comes the Boom” finds minorities (and 
their confusion) inherently hilarious. He 
dishes out casual homophobia, telling a 
student not to look up his pants because 
“youre better than that.” Scott’s actions 
stem from Molie’s pregnancy, but he shows 
extremely little interest in it. The movie 
grants minimal attention to women other 
than the beautiful Bella, who doesn’t care 
that Scott, after he’s finally granted a date 
with his crush, begins their relationship 
with a lie by presenting a meal someone 
else cooked as his own. 

Forget honesty and originality, right? 
“Boom” recognizes the educational problem 
of unmotivated teachers —weakly tackled in 
“Won't Back Down” — but doesn’t even men- 
tion “Dead Poets Society” when suggesting 
the simple solution is standing on a desk to 
get kids’ attention. The lesson Happy Madi- 
son should but will never learn, meanwhile, is 
that there’s more to comedy than vomit and 
butt cracks.

Bring your deranged sense of humor 


When all else fails Seven 

in the screenwriting Psychopaths 
process, write a movie R 

about your struggles to 


write a movie. 
Yet “Seven Psycho- 

paths,” writer-director Martin McDonagh’s 

follow-up to the Oscar-nominated “In Bruges,” 
hardly qualifies as meta for meta’s sake. While the character Martin 
(Colin Farrell) attempts to write a screenplay called “Seven Psycho- 
paths” but prefers not to indulge in clichés and brutality that surround 
cinematic killers, the filmmaker Martin pursues the possibility of a dif- 
ferent sort of diabolical. He’s drawn to darkness but intrigued by light. 

That means a shootout watched by a cute little Shih Tzu and a movie 
that accomplishes the difficult task of convincingly balancing a great 
deal of blood with a passionate, soft heart for dogs. Ruthless killer 
Charlie (Woody Harrelson) wants his kidnapped Shih Tzu back, no 
matter how many less-important humans have to pay for it. 

The scams of kidnappers Billy Gam Rockwell) and Hans (Christo- 
pher Walken) usually generate rewards and grateful owners (remember 
the David Spade comedy “Lost and Found?”), not a bounty on their 
heads. Martin lands in the middle of this mess, as if his own drinking 
problem, unhappy girlfriend (Abbie Cornish), and the newspaper ad 
Billy places looking for real-life psychopaths to provide material to 
inspire Martin’s screenplay weren’t enough. 

“Seven Psychopaths” doesn’t maintain the consistently giddy 
imagination of “Adaptation,” or the originality of Christopher Nolan 
representing himself and the moviemaking process (among other

things) in “Inception.” In some ways, McDonagh’s playing a game with 
“Seven Psychopaths.” Sometimes it’s fun and funny; other times it’s 
more straightforward, like learning a game’s rules. 

Regardless, “Seven Psychopaths” is anything but the same old 
thing, anchored by a fantastically weird, energetic, Rockwell-y Sam 
Rockwell performance and several scenes of excellent, Tarantino- 
esque anxiety. Through Martin, McDonagh admits his struggle in 
writing female characters. In this violent on-screen world, he can take 
solace that he’s not alone in that, and has more than enough skill and 
ideas to compensate.

It’s much worse than that.” 

Unbeknownst to his family, the true- 
crime author has moved them into a house 
where a family of four was hanged. Desper- 
ate for his first hit in years, Ellison needs 
material for another book. Tracy says if 
things go sour like the last time, she’s taking 
the kids and leaving. 

Obviously, there’d be no movie if things 
didn’t get bad, really bad, but director/ 
co-writer Scott Derrickson (“The Exor- 
cism of Emily Rose”) crafts a thriller with 
uncommon style and care. Ellison grows 
increasingly paranoid after he finds Super 8 
film footage of different murders that may 
be linked. When your projector constantly 
wakes you in the middle of the night by 


that everything’s a-OK. 

“Sinister” becomes a bit overcompli- 
cated and not all of its set-ups pay off. 
Organic, human-generated spookiness 
would be wise not to descend into exag- 
gerated legends of the supernatural. Still, 
a horror movie’s doing its job if you catch 
yourself eyeing the corners of the screen, 
anxiously searching for the presence of 
evil waiting to strike. I’m plenty guilty of 
that this time. 

Much of that tension comes from Der- 
rickson’s command of mood and a clever 
use of the increasingly stale found-footage 
concept. Here, as Ellison watches old home 
movies with seemingly innocuous titles like 
“Pool party,” he knows something terrible’s 
about to happen, and there’s nothing he can 
do but watch in fear. 

During the creepy, legitimately fed up 
“Sinister,” you'll understand the feeling.

ALBUM REVIEW

REDEYE SOUND BOARD 
The group of skater- 
kid rappers Odd Fu- 
ture (aka Wolf Gang 
aka OFWGKTA aka 
Golf Wang) offended 
seemingly the entire 
music-listening 
world when they hit 
mainstream last year 
with grotesque lyrics 
and unapologetic 
attitude. 

Subgroup MellowHype, which includes 
rapper Hodgy Beats and producer Left Brain, 
was no exception. Its first release, “Black- 
ened White,” offered vaguely satanic imagery 
and songs about shooting cops. But most 
observers who tuned in long enough to hear 
one homophobic slur missed the irreverent 
OF subtext that suggested the group fit right 
into many existing hip-hop lineages. 

On MellowHype’s new album, the much 
calmer “Numbers,” that heritage is clear. The

energetic, punk-like rage that animates much 
of OF’s best music is largely replaced by a 
traditional, dudes-hanging-out style of rap 

in line with ’90s New York groups like Camp 
Lo or Wu-Tang Clan. It’s not necessarily a bad 
thing—this is maybe the happiest and most 
assured music anyone in OF has made—but it 
deprives the music of a certain immediacy. 

“Numbers” invites you to chill with these 
guys, which becomes even more fun when OF 
stars Earl Sweatshirt and Frank Ocean show 
up to steal the show on “P2” and “Astro,” 
respectively. “Under 2” is Hodgy Beats at his 
best, adopting an uncharacteristic reflective 
mood, while “La Bonita” finds Left Brain 
joining for some goofy rapping. But Hodgy 
Beats still is maybe only the fifth-most 
charismatic member of the collective (behind 
Left Brain), and many of these songs blend 
together as just cool rapping. 

Despite Left Brain’s fantastically futuristic 
beats, “Numbers” isn’t groundbreaking. It’s 
just a break from what Odd Future is known 
to offer.
